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Newly submitted claims 135-155 are directed to an invention that is independent 
or distinct from the invention originally claimed for the following reasons: 

Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 28-61 , drawn to a method of simultaneously testing a plurality of 
drug samples to at least one controlled environmental and chemical 
exposure period, classified in class 436, subclass 2. 

II. Claims 135-155, drawn to a a method of simultaneously testing a plurality 
of individual drug samples to at least one controlled environmental and 
chemical exposure period that is unique for each drug sample, classified 
in class 235, subclass 487. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions I and II are related as combination and subcombination. Inventions in 
this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed does 
not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and (2) 
that the subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 
806.05(c)). In the instant case, the combination as claimed does not require the 
particulars of the subcombination as claimed because all of the drug samples can be 
tested under the same controlled environmental and chemical exposure period. The 
subcombination has separate utility such as a method for the evaluation of a single 
drugs stability under specific environmental and chemical conditions. 

The examiner has required restriction between combination and subcombination 
inventions. Where applicant elects a subcombination, and claims thereto are 
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subsequently found allowable, any claim(s) depending from or otherwise requiring all 
the limitations of the allowable subcombination will be examined for patentability in 
accordance with 37 CFR 1 .104. See MPEP § 821 .04(a). Applicant is advised that if 
any claim presented in a continuation or divisional application is anticipated by, or 
includes all the limitations of, a claim that is allowable in the present application, such 
claim may be subject to provisional statutory and/or nonstatutory double patenting 
rejections over the claims of the instant application.

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 10/20/08 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

Applicant states Dong et al. teaches sequential exposure of the drugs to 
environmental and chemical and fail to teach the claimed simultaneous expose the 
drugs to controlled environmental condition and chemical conditions. These remarks 
are not commensurate in scope with the pending claims. The pending claims only 
require the drug samples to be simultaneously exposed to an environmental condition 
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and then simultaneous exposed to a chemical condition. The pending claim language 
does not include simultaneous exposure to environmental and chemical conditions.
